DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-20 and 22-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to remarks from the appeal brief made in Applicant filed on 06/06/2008, Applicant's 
argument is persuasive. Neither cited references nor the prior art of record alone or in 
combination, discloses, teaches or render suggest obvious that an electronic housing 
having "a passage having a first opening adjacent to the interface opening, having a 
second opening and a third opening, wherein at least one of the openings opens to an 
environment outside the housing without exposing the circuitry to the outside 
environment, the circuitry disposed in the housing not being disposed in the passage, 
the passage being operable to hold a communication medium that includes a 
communication connector attached to the interface connector and that extends from the 
interface connector through the first opening and the second or third openings" , as 
claimed in the claims 1, 16 and 25^ Claims 3-12. 22 and 26-28 depend on the claim 1 . 
Claims 17-20 and 23-24 depend on the claim 16. Neither cited references nor the prior 
art of record alone or in combination, discloses teaches or render suggest obvious that 
"a housing that holds the circuitry, the housing defining an interface opening in which 
the interface is mounted and defining a passage having a first opening adjacent to the 
interface, having a second opening and a third opening, the circuitry that the housing 
holds not being disposed in the passage, the passage being operable to hold a 
communication medium coupled to the interface and to a device external to the housing

without exposing the circuitry to the outside environment, wherein the medium extends 
from the interface through the first opening, and the second or third openings", as 
claimed in the claims 13 and 15 . Claim 14 depends on the claim 13.
